Eighty Eruptions on Record. 
History records about eighty erup- 
tions worthy of remembrance in the 
annals of volcanology...

year 1852 and $80,000,000,000 in 1669.

As a general rule the quanti 
of lava emitted varies inversely wi

The “Memoirs” 
in twelve volumes published something 
Over fifty years ago ‘has long been rare 
arid is growing rarer. These excerpts 
will create in the public mind a clearer 
image of a vivid and stormy character, 
a trained veteran statesinan, who never 
sought or got.much pdptilar ‘apprecia- 
tion, but who was always through all 
the vicissitudes of politics a great. and 
steadfast American patriot, whether. 
against the New England Federalists tn 
the War of 1812 or the Whigs in the 
trouble with France in the early "80s, 
when he supported his enemy JAckson 
in a noble speech. 

As amateurs of JouN RANDOLPH, we 
could have wished a larger collection of 
ADAMS'S Randolphiana; but we are con- 
soled by the insertion of Secretary of the 
Navy SOUTHARD’s aneciote to ADAMS 
about Secretary of the Treasury Caaw- 
FORD and President MONROE in 1826, 
when the Bra of Bad Feeling was toler- 
ably advanced. There was a réw about 
offices and some hot language.

“*arel’” Whereupon the President's 
military instincts reasserted themselves, 
He seized the fire tongs, threatened to 
ting for servants and have the Secretary 
of the Treasury put out.

Such were the 
amenities. Cane and tongs nevér met 
again. The “ Memoirs” is full of etch 
ings. of societies and personages. 
ADAMS'S relations with JACKSON as Sec- 
fetary of State are well known. As Sec- 
retary of State he defended the General's 
procéedings in the Seminole War with in- 
genuity and spirit, In our more delicate 
days ADAMS would have been called an 
imperialist. The election of 1824 and 
CLAY’s appointment as Secretary of State 
made ADAMS «@ villain in the General's 
downright mind, though he was never 
so all-accursed as Cuay, the devil in per- 
son to Old Hickory, whd attrituted to 
him all evil, including the insurrection of 
the Cabinet “leaders aguinst Progy 
O’Neab, TIMBERLAKE and EATON, 


The bitterness of ADAMS’S later views 
of JACKSON and his Administration is 
easily accounted for. It is curious to con- 
tfast them with the opinion expressed in 
December, 1828, to WILLIAM Piittmek Jr.

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THE ORIGINS OF THE WORLD WAR.

HEN, close upon the outbreak of 
the World War, American public 
opinion surrendered to propa- 
ganda and began to denounce 

Germany and the Kaiser as responsibie 
for the war, Professor Fay found himself 
unable, he tells us, to join in 
the chorus. His historical sense 
warned him that great wars are not 
to be explained vo easily. A little 
examination of the official publice- 
tions of the British, French and 
Russian Governments convinced 
him that while those documents 
were better than the German or 
Austrian, they were too incomplete 
and unreliable to serve as a basis 
for judgment. Only confirmed pro- 
ally partisans like James M. Beck, 
to whose performance as historical 
critie and expositor Professor Fay 
duly pays his respects, saw in this 
fragmentary, biased and even falsi- 
fied material the veritable “‘evi- 
dence in the case." 

The publication by the Socialist 
Governments of Germany and Aus- 
tria, in 1919, of some rather com- 
plete collections of documents re- 
lating to the diplomatic crisis of 
July, 1914, opened the way for a 
thorough inquiry into the causes of 
the war. Other Governments pres- 
ently began to open their archives. 
the published collections multiplied 
and Professor Fay examined the 
evidence here and there in occa- 
sional articles and reviews which 
quickly stamped him as an author- 
ity to be reckoned with. Now, four- 
teen years after the propagandist 
flood set in, he has embodied the 
fruits of his labors in a work which 
is not only one of the finest exam- 
ples of historica] scholarship that 
has appeared in this country for 
many a year, but also, until fur- 
ther evidence is adduced, a defini- 
tive presentation of the remoter 
causes and more immediate occa- 
sion of the war and a conclusive 
appraisal of personal and national 
responsibility. 

The task was assuredly not a 
light one. Regarding no previous 
war, perhaps, have there been so 
many obscurities to be cleared away 
or so many distorted or false asser- 
tions and inferences to be exposed. 
The German White Book of Aug. 3, 
1914, for example, achieved its pur- 
pose of convincing the German peo- 
ple that Germany was ‘fighting a 
war of self-defense against Russian 
aggression,”’ but it made ‘‘the worst 
possible impression elsewhere.’’ The 
most that could be said for it was 
that it “contained a great deal of 
truth, but not the whole truth.’ The Brit- 
tsh Blue Book of Aug. 6, on the other 
nand, “seemed to be fairly complete, can- 
did and convincing,’’ and led a host of 
writers outside Germany to the hasty con- 
clusion ‘‘that Germany and Austria had 
deliberately plotted the war and were 
solely responsible for it.’ The Russian 
Orange Book on Aug. 7, by ‘‘falsification 
and suppression of documents,” ‘‘con- 
cealed the truth about Russia’s mobilization 
and placed the war guilt on the Central 
Powers.”"” Serbia followed on Nov. 18 with 
a Blue Book which ‘gave no hint of 
Serbia's guilty responsibility for the Sera-

jevo assassination”; a French Yellow Book 
suppressed some documents and altered 
others, and the suppression of “‘a large 
number of essential documents’ in the 
Austrian Red Book was evident.

If ‘‘war guilt” is a 
term that may still be properly used, the 
Allies, with whom the United States asso 
ciated itself, must bear their share of guilt 
along with the Central Powers.

“humble watcher of the heavens’’ 
he interprets the political and mili- 
tary situation in the concrete terms 
of his own life in China. His obser- 
vation is very telling; for instance, 
that the two things the Chinese 
army cannot do are to handle troop 
transport or consolidate victory 
when won. Observers of Chinese 
military and political struggles from 
a distance will gain a lot of inti- 
mate information from the pages 
of this engineer on the spot. 

The last of these books, ‘‘The 
~Dragon Awakes,” is the book for 
the beginner. Mr. Krarup-Neilsen, 
while a young Danish newspaper 
man on an adventurous trip 
through the South Seas, was picked 
up by his newspaper and sent to 
China as he might have been sent 
to any other place.

ance."’ It is interesting to note that 
Plan XVII, as it was called, drawn 
up by the French for 1912, was in 
modified form the plan of cam- 
paign used by France in 1914. 

Prominent among the danger 
spots in the Balkan situation, which 
Professor Fay regards as “‘one of 
the most important factors in caus- 
ing the World War,"’ were the de- 
sire of Russia for hegemony in the 
Balkans and control of the Darda- 
nelles, German ambitions and the 
Bagdad Railway, the Bosnian crisis 
of 1908-08 and the Balkan wars of 
1912-13. Summarizing the conditions 
on the eve of the great catastrophe, 
Professor Fay points out that “the 
origin of the trouble lay in the pro- 
gressive decay of the Ottoman Em- 
pire, which was no longer able to 
maintain control over the Christian 
subject nationalities’; the growing 
antagonism between Austria and 
Serbia. each with a vital interest at 
stake, ‘‘Austria to preserve her 
very existence as a State, Serbia to 
satisfy her twentieth century ideals 
of political liberty and national 
unity’; jealously between Austria 
and Russia, and the conclusion of 
Izvolski, the Russian Ambassador 
at Paris, that the failure of his 
third attempt, after the Tripolitan 
War, to open the Straits because of 
“lack of support from France and 
direct opposition from England” 
made it necessary to look forward 


to a general European war. Pro |. 


fessor Fay does not believe that 
the World War was ‘‘inevitable,”’ 
but he is “quite ready to admit 
that, of all the major conflicts of 
interest which have been alleged as 
making it ‘inevitable,’ the Balkan 
problems were those most nearly 
incapable of a peaceful solution.’’ 

The whole of Professor Fay’s sec- 
ond volume is taken up with a 
study, at once elaborate and micro- 
scopic, of the Serajevo incident and 
the course of the powers thereafter 
down to the outbreak of the war. 
The examination plays havoc with 
the legends and those who fostered 
them, and Professor Fay does not 
mince his words. For the ‘‘astound- 
ing theory” of a plot by the Arch- 
duke Ferdinand at Konopiecht and 
a conspiracy of Austrian officials in 
his assassination, built up and dis- 
seminated by H. Wickham Steed, 
“there is not a shred of evidence.” 
The ‘‘dark and difficult’ questions 
raised by the assassination pilot 
have been much cleared up by the 
revelations of Jovanovitch and oth- 
ers, but while Professor Fay finds 
it ‘‘perfectly certain’’ that Premier 
Pashitch and his Cabinet ‘had 
nothing to do with the originating 
of the assassination,’’ and ‘‘prob- 
ably had no knowledge of it until 
the preparations were nearly com- 
plete,"’ he makes it reasonably clear 
that Pashitch knew of the plot be- 
fore it was actually executed, and 
that the warning which Jovano- 
vitch. the Serbian Minister at 
Vienna, gave to Bilinski, the Aus- 
trian Finance Minister, ‘‘was given 
in the most general terms’’ and 
“contained no hint of the possibil- 
ity of assassination by civilian con- 
spirators or of any plot such as was 
actually on foot, * * * it referred 
only to the possible danger of dis- 
loyalty among the troops.”’ 

The legend of the famous Pots- 
dam Council, at which the Kaiser 
‘started the war,"’ set going by 
Henry Morgenthau on the authority 
of Baron Wangenheim, is also dis- 
sipated. Commenting on the pas- 
sage in ‘‘Ambassador Morgenthau’s 
Story’’ in which the tale is found, 
Professor Fay can only observe that 
“the contemporary documents now 
available prove conclusively that 
there is hardly a word of truth in 
this whole narrative, either as to 
(1) the persons present, (2) the 
Kaiser’s attitude toward delay, (3) 
the real reason for delay, or fina)- 
ly.

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QUESTIONS THAT SHAW COULD NOT RESIST 


By SIBGFRIED TREBITSCH 
HIS is how it happened. Ev- 
ery year since the war I have 
crossed the Channel to pay 2 
visit in London to the hero of 

my youth, Bernard Shaw, ostensi- 
bly to talk business about my trane- 
lations, but really to exchange 
thoughts with him about pretty well 
everything that lies near my heart. 
ut the happiest days of the week I 
am privileged to spend with him are 
passed at his idyilic country seat in 
Hertfordshire, where I enjoy also 
the stimulating company of his wife. 

I found him this time still under 
the spell of Geneva and his impres- 
sions of the League of Nations, 
looking splendidly well, tanned by 
the sun and once more in his accus- 
tomed strength and youthful buoy- 
ancy. 

During a walk we had together I 
asked him what the reason might be 
that again and again the exact op- 
posite of the truth gets into circula- 
tion about him, as, for example, 
his meeting with Tunney, which 
never took place and his purchase 
of an imaginary villa in the Italian 
lakes. 

Shaw laughed and said that the 
press could not exist without a huge 
daily supply «f lies. But he quoted, 
in a more scrious tone, some exam- 
ples of grave i derstandings 
arising from attempts by journalists 
to reproduce conversations with him 
on subjects they did not understand. 
Men sometimes become journalists, 
he said, because, though they can 
write a little, they know nothing 
and understand nothing, and there- 
fore are unfit for ordinary employ- 
ments. Constitutional inaccuracy 
is a disqualification for every pro- 
fession except literature. 

I answered that if I were a news- 
paper journalist- I could not resist 
the temptation to interview him, 
adding that so great a teacher of 
humanity as his last work had 
proved him to be could perhaps 
teach me the art of interviewing. 
Shaw at once took up this idea and 
said: ‘‘Well, just try to invent a few 
questions which I shall not be able 
to resist answering. That is the 
whole art of it.’’ 

The result of this challenge was 
the following questions and answers 
the publication of which be author- 
ized with a laugh: 

Do you think that England has 
changed for the better im conse- 
quence of the warf ° 

“No; what has happened to Eng- 
land is just what has happened to 
the other belligerents—they have 
found out what savages they are 
under all their pretenses of civiliza- | 
tion. It has taken a little of the; 
moral conceit out of us; that is all.”’ 

What do you think of the idea of 
a United States of Burope!f 

‘I think it is much more promis- 
ing than the United States of the 
whole world at which Geneva is 
aiming. We already have the Unit- 
ed States of North America, which 
is a real league of nations; but you 
will notice that there is no United 
States of North and South America. 
States may federate successfully, 
but they cannot unite unless they 








are psychologically homogencous. 
Already the British Empire in the 
East is threatening to break away 
from Geneva, to which the Western 
Empire is firmly attached. Even in 
Surope itself the psychologic differ- 
ence between the north and south of 
the Danube may produce two Euro- 
pean leagues. In my opinion, world 
federation is much more feasible 
than world unity."’ 

Is i desirable that Austria and 
Germany should unite? 
“Certainly. ‘What God hath 
joined together let not man put

THE REVUE COMES HOME 





Panis, Nov. 2. 


HE. two new productions of the 
week are revues, and they sug- 
gest all sorts of reflections on 
the survival of this form of en- 

tertainment, which was first born 
in Paris. In the days of our grand- 
fathers. the revue was a sort of 
actors’ holiday at the end of the sea- 
son. It was, in fact, first called the 
“reyue de fin. d’année}*’ and it re- 
viewed.the events of the year, politi- 
eal, social, artistic, literary and the- 
atrical. Most of the theatres which 
gave comedy or. comic opesa during 
the greater part of the season would 
play a revue at the end of it, and the 
attists,. who had. spent most. of 
the year conscientiously interpreting 
their authors, would for once become 
irresponsible. It was a sort of break- 
ing-up. party before the holidays. 
Since then, the revue has traveled 
around the world, and it has under- 
gone.a considerable evolution during 
the. voyage. It went to England, 
where the public. adopted. it without 
noticing: that the old Christmas pan- 
tomime, which it has now killed, was 
the: native form of the revue, and 
had the advantage that, like the orig- 
inal revue, it was given only once a 
year. London, and then New York, 
adopted the revue with such enthusi- 
asm that it was considered permis- 
sible to play it all the year round; 
and, now that it has come back to 
Paris, there are theatres which spend 
‘their time.in giving nothing else.

Oné of these is the Casino de Paris, 
whith, like the Moulin Rouge, the 
‘Folies-Bergére and the Palace, is 
,constantly giving revues. ‘These glit- 
tering, noisy and spectacular displays 
are, however, very different from 
the revues of earlier days, as may 
‘well be understood when it is said 
that in one place the entertainment 
‘is called a “‘hyper-revue’’ and ‘in an- 
‘other a “grande revue d’élégance et 
de luxe.””’ On its journey across the 
Channel and the Atlantic and back, 
this kind ‘of revue has not only de- 
veloped an American precision and 
energy in its chorus work, in addi- 
tion to the English girls, who were 
already an institution, but has at- 
tached to itself a number of Ameri- 


can vaudeville artists, who will re-| 


mind visitors from New York of 
home much more than they will sup- 
ply them with any comment on life 
in Paris or any sort of Parisian at- 
mosphere. 


The Casino de Paris has just pro- 
duced a new revue, which is called 
‘Tout. Paris.’’ It is as spectacular 
as one.now expects this kind of en- 

‘tertainment to be. On its comic side 
it seeks its fun in general subjects, 
such as traffic congestion, the midi- 


nettes of yesterday and today, me-| 


chanical sérvarnts and . automobile 

driving lessons, in which: ‘members of 

the audience take ‘part, “rather than 

politics and topical personalities.

There is also a revue at the Palais 
Royal, Here one might have ex- 
pected something nearer to the old 
revue; for it is only once a year that 
the ‘Palais Royal lapses into™ this 
form of entertainment and forsakes 
its tradition of naughty farce,-a tra- 
dition’ so ancient as to have become 
respectable, and the revue certainly 
sets out to make fun of current 
events and ‘well-known persons. 
There is an actor, dressed as a ma- 
gician and made up to resemble M. 
Poincaré, who restores the franc, to 
the accompaniment of ‘song and 
dance, and introduces a collection of 
rich. men, of history; from Midas 
downward, to help him do so. 
There is a scene in which a homely 
fisherman’s wife refuses to listen to 
the arguments of a suffragette: 
There is another scene in which a 
Communist workman inadvertently 
reveals that he is a patriot at heart. 
There is a scene which introduces 
the new King of Albania and another 
which -.attacks  Mistinguett. The 
only effects of spectacle and costume 
are those in which the ladies have 
hardly anything on at all. The 
whole thing is very conscientiously 
topical, and it is written. by Rip, who 
has the reputation of possessing just 
the right kind of revuist wit. 

And yet—except for the scene of 
the Communist workman—it never 
succeeds in being funny. The attack 
on Mistinguett is quite unnecessari- 
ly ‘cruel, even if it can be admitted 
that in the theatre, any more than 
in nature, dog may eat dog. It sa- 
vors too much of professional jeal- 
ousy. As for the rest, there are 
plenty of puns and plenty of labori- 
ous allegory, but one never wants to 
laugh. 
And now I'am beginning to won- 
der whether those early revues were 
really quite so amusing as.our grand- 
fathers said they were.

theatre has begun to cele- 
brate Tolstoy’s centenary, but 
as yet we Rave gone fo fur- 
ther than “The Power of 
Darkness,’’ which was so recently 
performed by a section of the Mos- 
cow Art Theatre that I shall not write 
of it again. “The Fruits of Enlight- 
enment,’’ which is to be performed 
before the week is out, is fresher 
material, but we have to wait a few 
days for that. Meanwhile, for con- 
trast between what is and what was, 
we are driven back to a piece un- 
happily named (from. a line in The 
Ballad of Reading Gaol) **To What 
Red Hell,” written by Percy Robin- 
son. 
It is by no means @ distinguished 
play, and yet it is theatrically effec- 
tive and has obviously proceeded from 
a sincere impulse, There is 
quently a certain critical interest ‘in 
it. How is it that a man who has set 
out to treat a serious subject with 
sincerity, and who has managed to 
write scenes which move an audience 
to loud enthusiasm, has yet produced 
a play that is almost valueless as a 
work of art? It is a pretty problem. 
You might have supposed that hon- 
est purpose and theatrical dexterity 
would have yielded something which, 
if not a. masterpiece, was at least 
worth remembering. But it is not so; 
and the reason for Mr. Robinson's 


persisted in singleness of heart. Some 
demon has whispered to him again 
and again while he was writing: 
‘Here is a chance for a big scene!” 

The subject of the play is the in- 
iquity of capital punishment. It be- 
gins very promisingly in the bedroom 
of a lodging house, where a woman 
of the streets is lying dead. The 
charwoman, some of the neighbors 
and at last the police arrive and 
make their way with difficulty into 
the room, which is reeking of gas. 
Every one assumes that the woman 
killed herself until it is observed 
that the upper part of the window 


‘lis partly open; that the smell of gas, 


though strong, is not nearly so 
strong as it might have been; that 
the woman is naked, a condition 
which, as the police shrewdly re- 
mark, is not generally chosen by 
ladies who wish to commit suicide, 
and, finally, that there are finger 
marks on the throat. It is murder, 
then, and the gas was either a blind 
or an irrelevant accident. 
td Pd 

This is the prologue, and with cer- 
tain qualifications it is a good pro- 
logue. The discoveries are well or- 
dered, the suspense is well sustained 
and there is an air of quiet reason 
in the whole scene. But already the 
flaw in Mr. Robinson’s work has 
made its appearance. Not content to 
use the charwoman and the police 
as natural instruments of his story, 
he is unable to resist a temptation 
to make theatrical personages. of 
them. I have no doubt that in such 
circumstances many charwomen and 
many policemen would be uncon- 
sciously funny, but their humor needs 
to be conveyed with a discreet irony 
which never suggests for a moment 
that they are playing.to the gallery. 
Mr. Robinson is too broad, too unse- 
lective, too self-conscious, His char- 
woman, when asked her name, says 
that it is ‘‘Pansy,’’ which, seeing the 
charwoman, is a joke. If the effect 
of her reply had been to make an 
audience twist its lip at the grim in- 
congruities of life, all. would have 
been well. But Mr. Robinson makes 
such an effect impossible. To him 
the word Pansy is uproariously funny, 
and he makes sure that the gallery 
shall so consider it. For two. or three 
minutes the dialogue is conducted 
on the principle of backchat in 
music halls, and, though the undis- 
criminating guffaw, every one else's 
belief in the scene is destroyed. Illu- 
sion is banished. Instead of witness- 
ing the tragedy in that wretched 
‘woman’s bedroom we find ourselves 
assisting in one of the oldest and 
surest tricks of the stage.

He might have ap- 
peared, as Mr. Galsworthy’s charac- 
ters so often appear, as a weak 
human being caught in one of life’s 
ironic traps, and his suffering might 
have had a universal value. This 
must have been’ Mr. Robinson’s origi- 
nal intention. Instead, he has writ- 
ten an ‘‘acting part,’’ and what you 
think about is not the suffering of 
the character but the florid skill of 
the actor, a very young man named 
Frederick Peisley. And the last 
scene, in which the Irish mother and 
her friends are awaiting the hour of 
execution, might have been over- 
whelming in its bleak tragedy, but 
there is nothing moving in it except 
the beginning of' the prayer ‘De 
Profundis,” to: the words of which it 
is impossible to listen without terror 
and awe. The trouble with Mr. Rob- 
inson is that he never knows how to 
leave well ‘enough alone. He taker 
his audience by the neck and runs 
its nose in his theatricalism, which, 
of course, some sections of an audi- 
ence, who can never see or feel any- 
thing until their noses have been 
rubbed in it, greatly enjoy, This, I 
believe, is called ‘‘putting it across.”’ 
Certainly Mr. Robinson “puts it 
across’’; but if, seeking a model for 
the writing of his last scene, he 
would refer to the tragic work of 
St. John Ervine, he would find how 
it is possible to move hearts without 
bombarding galleries. If Mr. Ervine 
had written that final study of an 
Trish group in expectation of doom, 
and he has written something not 
very different from it, the De Pro- 
fundis would have ‘seemed an integ- 
ral part of his passionate austerity.

To be sure, it had only 
twenty-two performances in New 
York, but it traveled the all-star 
route which is the specialty of the 
tireless George C. Tyler. Maybe the 
stars did it—it is Mr. Tyler's creed 
that the fortune of revivals is writ- 
ten in the stars—but the old piece is 
made of stock drama stuff—the ‘‘old 
reliable’? which the genius of Shake- 
speare and the wit and sentiment of 
Sheridan illuminate. ‘‘The School for 
Scandal]’’ has a score during that pe- 
riod well up in the ’80s. Tyler, as the 
great revivalist, is this year con- 
cerned with Shakespeare (‘‘Mac- 
beth,’’ according to Gordon Craig), 
but he has used Sheridan advantage- 
ously, and Dr. Oliver Goldsmith with 
“She Stoops to Conquer’’—though the 
Goldsmith comedy spent only a 
couple of weeks * the great city. 


This brings. us Coe to another 
Pinero play which had a most dis- 
tinguished revival, though all New 
York saw of it was during the week 
in the early Summer of 1925 when 
The Players showed it as their an- 
nual dramatic contribution. ‘‘Tre- 
lawny. of the Wells” is not a play 
of “society’’ which was as intensely 
contemporary a quarter of a century 
ago as in the plays of Noel Cow- 
ard now—or the plays (on a different 
social level) so admirably produced 
by Jed Harris. It is a play of 
the humor and pathos of life on the 
stage, including the piquant contact 
between that life and the life of re- 
spectable people who are not on the 
stage. That obviously is a much 
more permanent thing than any 
situation created by a current or 
modern social ‘‘problem.” It is the 
stuff of Dickens, not of the parlor 
cynic.

‘ISSOCIATION of a star from 

his stellar réle—or his vehicle, 

as the more elegant phrase 

it—is an imaginative accom- 
Plishment sometimes quite difficult 
to effect. Audiences accept, with a

what ia at. fault with those who do 
not.register in a natural manner. 
In synchronizing, unfortunately, at 
the present, there is too much direc- 
tion. Instead of taking the natural 
tomes in their perspective sphere 
they inject into the sound mechani- 
eal devices that are poor imitations 
of the real tones. 





Surprising Effects. 

Im the experience of recording the 
war film, certain sounds which were 
not heard in the general rendition 
were found in the record to pre- 
dominate to such an extent that they 
destroyed the general effect, and re- 
takes ‘had to be made, eliminating 
the faulty tonal results. 

Soon, I bélieve, we will have the 
sounds in true perspective relation- 
ship'to sounds and tones worked out 
to mechanical precision so that no- 
thitig- will be Ieft to chance. After 
all, softness and loudness.or, to use 
the musical expression, pianissimo 
and fortissimo, aré only a compara- 
tive degree. The amplification of 
the loud-speaker will take care of the 
volume .of tone necessary to get a 
balanced result, .but the results to 
date show that there has not been 
sufficient notice taken of the balance, 
and ‘it has been found necessary, on 
account of excessive volume, to tone 
down the amplification. In doing 
this you are eliminating the softer 
and more musical tonés and allowing 
what ie known as the ground noises 
to predominate, thus losing the mu- 
sical quality which is so desirable 
and°is probahly thé aim of all re- 
corders. 

In synchronization the musical di- 
rector and the master of sound 
effects must necessarily work in con- 
junction with ¢ach other; the con- 
ductor ‘pute all the expression pos- 
sible into his. music and is aided by 
sound effects; yet; withal; he is not 
master of control, The control is 
done in the recording room; there 
stands the master of the situation; 
here synchronization can. be made 
lowa Or soft at’ Will.

‘The earlier instance was 
by phonograph record, only for the 
archives. 

Three Movietones have been taken 
of the Princé of Wales, who,: inci- 
dentally, is a very hard subject, Mr. 
Connolly added: Getting permission 
for the picture. was a difficult task, 
as diplomacy, friendship and almost 
everything else failed. Mr. Connolly 
finally sought réfuge in the fact that 
as an American he wouldn’t be. ex- 
pected to know the proper method 
of dealing with a Prince of Wales, 
took a taxicab to his abode and fi- 
nally gained his long-sought. permit. 

Besides getting pictures of celebri- 
ties, Mr. Connolly's field takes in the 
covering of European news. The 
Movietone at present is taking pic 
tures’ of the Mount Etna yolcano 
and other scenes of interest. The 
Movietone also watched the Olympic 
Games, tennis finals, &c, A picture 
of the airplane Bremen was taken 
as it left Europe; the films reached 
New York four days before the ar- 
rival ofthe plafie’s crew. The 
Bremen, it will be remembered, came 
down at Greenely Island. 

Mr. Connolly is now in New York 
for a conference with William Fox 
and others at the home office of the 
Fox Movietone concern.

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TALKERS IN BRITAIN

“LONDON. 

T IS tiresome to have to continue 
writing about talking films week 
after week but difficult not to 
since they are still the newest if 
not the most significant development 
in filmdom. However, if ‘The 
Terror,’’ on whose presentation in 
London this week I find it necessary 
to dilate, is a fair sample of the best 
the all-dialogue film-makers can do, 
it would appear that the problem con- 
tains its own solution. That solution 
is felo de se. The universal opinion 
of. London critics. is that .‘*The 
Terror’ is. so bad that it is almost 
suicidal. They .claim. that it. is 
monotonous, slow, dragging, .fa- 
tiguing and boring, and Iam not sure 
that I do not in large measure. agree 
with them. What is more important, 
Edgar Wallace, who wrote the film, 
seems to agree’with them also. 
‘“‘Well,”’ was his comment, “‘I have 
never thought the talkies would bea 
serious rival to the stage.’’ 


Well, well. Silent films were once 
known with justice as ‘‘the flickers,” 
and when We see occasional revivals 
for the amusement of Sunday film 
societies we marvel that anything so 
primitive could ever have lived. 
Perhaps ‘‘The Terror,’’ regarded as 
the first of its kind, is not so bad. 
Perhaps it was ‘because English 
critics were forced to compare the 
reality with all that had been dinned 
into their ears in the way of advance 
publicity that they were so savage 
about it, They spoke of its ‘over

I 
believe that the influence of the ‘Big 
Five’ has passed definitely. That of 
Tchaikovsky is at a very low ebb; 
nor is that of Scriabin, with its nebu- 
lous and erotic mysticism of frank 
Wagnerian derivation, still alive. 


“Stravinsky has thus far had very 
little influence in his native land, but 
I foresee that he will exercise a rather 
important one in the near future. 
Prokofieff, who has been known for 
only a couple of years, is winning 
general popularity. Miaskovsky en- 
joys the highest consideration. His 
vast symphonies are frequently per- 
formed and are much admired. 


“T had occasion to become ac- 
quainted with a great deal of musit 
by very young and ‘still unknown 
composers, Which I found interésting, 
although opposed to the new Marxian 
temper of revolutionary Russia. I 
found it super-intellectual and rather

In the contemporary world of music, 
at-any rate, their primacy is indis- 
putable. 

Compared With Others. 

At first their commanding figures 
suggest a diarchy of supplementary 
powers, equal and opposite. Super- 
ficially, Schubert had‘all the inspira- 
tion and Beethoven all the executive 
energy. But if it is impossible to as- 
sert that Schubert had any interest 
in any execution which was not co- 
incident with creation, it may well 
be urged that Beethoven found all 
the inspiration he needed in getting, 
however painfully and deliberately, 
to work, and that by this consistent 
and patient probing for his finest 
self he became in some sense the 
greater composer of the two. The 
werdict of the nineteenth. century, at 
all events, is conclusive. It was 
Beethoven who, for better or worse, 
superseded Mozart in the. direction 
of the music of the new century. It 
was Beethoven who created, after 
the likeness of Bach, that ‘music- 
with-a-meaning which led, alterna- 
tively, -to Wagner and ,,. Brahms, 
although Brahms’s occasional re- 
actions from this tone of musical ex- 
pression may.) owe somewhat <to 
Schubert's lyrical example... It was. 
from Beethoven again that Brahms 
and Wagner and Franck (and; the 
others) learned that sense of balance- 
seconding Senne. “which ~ re- 
placed the more. quantitdtive 
methods of Haydn and Mozart.

his" most characteristic subjects. © (I 
cannot admit, for;example, that the 
first movement of the B minor sym- 
phony is tragic in the full sense in 
which Beethoven’s. C minor ‘is 
tragic). 


Study of-His Appeal. 


We are-now in-a~-position to ex 
plain why Schubert’s work enjoys a 
popularity equal .to Beethoven’s 
among audiences which are perfectly 
loyal to the artistic ideals of Beetho- 
ven and his:direct successors in the 
nineteenth century. 

First, if Schubert rarely checked 
the’ flow of his ideas,-in order to im- 
prove their expression, there was 
never a composer who had so much 
poetic material to unbirdén from his 
mind, ready-made, not unformed like 
Beethoven’s. It is difficult to criti- 
cize' Schubert for not‘ looking back 
when every inner necessity drove him 
forward. Of his general artistic sin- 
‘cerity there can/be no: doubt. 

Secondly, if the, poetic, as opposed 
to the musical, : sigriificance of his 
material is appreciated—obvious in 


instrumental music+then: the ‘‘bal- 
ance’’ of his various works is, like 
‘that of Beethéven’s, a‘ matter of bal- 
ance by significance, -and has little 
or no reference to questions of length. 
So ‘considered, Schubert’s sense of 
form is quite convincing.

Kurt Atterberg, composer of the 
prize-winning symphony for the Schu- 
bert centenary, was born Dec. 12, 
1887, in Goteborg, Sweden. He stud- 
ied the ‘cello with a teacher, but as 
@ composer is self-taught. At pres- 
ent he lives iu Stockholm, where his 
profession is that of engineer at the 
Royal Patent Buréau. He is music 
critic of the Stockholm Tidningen 
and has appeared as a conductor. 

The Schubert contest, starting in 
September, 1927, closed in May of 
this year. Five hundred works, sub- 
mitted from twenty-six countries, 
were divided into ten groups fof 
judging. Each group or zone had 
three winners, only the first, how- 
ever, being considered by the final 
jury in Vienna. Three works in the 
final choice were the symphonies of 
Atterberg, of Franz Schmidt, an Aus- 
trian, and of Czeslaw Marek; a Pole. 
The money prizes totaled $20,000, of 
which Atterberg won $10,750. 

Originally announced as a contest 
for melody, using as a. basis the 
Sketches left by Schubert for the 
scherzo of his ‘B minor ‘‘Unfinished” 
symphony, the plan was so much 
criticized that the Columbia Phono- 
graph Company revised the terms of 
the contest, whereby the call was for 
works ‘‘which would apotheosize the 
lyrical genius of Schubert.’’ 

The Vienna jury, through its 
spokesman, Max von Schillings, said 
the Atterberg work was chosen for 
“the quality of its melodic line, its 
healthy themes, and its excellent 
construction.’ 


Serge Koussevitzky will introduce 
to New York, at the opening Boston 
Symphony concert in Carnegie Hall 
next Thursday evening, Stravinsky’s 
tecent score, ‘‘Apollon Musagétes’’ or 
“Apollo, Leader of the Muses.”” The

In discussing the bequest of Mrs. 
Quinlin, -Macdougall Hawkes,’ Pres- 
ident- of the institute’s ‘board of 
trustees,’ said that the donor ~had 
been a life member of the society 
and had always been a firm believer 
in the educational value of distin- 
guished’ collections of art; that ‘she 
felt the present and future purposes 
of the institute c..ld best be served 
by adding to its growing exhibits of 
French arts and culture.. The 
pire pieces, he added, had been ex- 
amined by experts and pronounced 
to be: of high merit. Mr. Hawkes 
further stated that the _ institute 
hoped to raise enough money to pro- 
vide and maintain a memorial gal- 
lery for the collection, as it was Mrs. 
Quinlin’s request that the treasures 
be placed in a separate room, 

The French Institute was founded 
in New York in’ December, 1911, for 
the purpose of fostering in the Unit- 
ed ‘States a better knowledge. of 
French art, literature and science. 
Two years ago the institute moved 
into its own building at 22 East Six- 
tieth Street. Here in enlarged quar- 
ters it has been able to meet the 
demands of the in ing number 
of persons who attend the French 
lectures and classes. under its .aus- 
pices and who daily consult the ref- 
erence, and fiction Jibraries, 








Through gift and purchase the in- 
stitute has assembled more than 
20,000 books of reference. Of par- 
ticular interest to students of decora- 
tive arts is:a:set of scrapbooks con- 
taining samples .of tapestries, bro- 
cades and wall coverings,'' dating 
from ‘the fifteenth century to the 
present time. 
The institute has the only collec- 
tion in the United States of French 
State papers running back to the 
time of Francis I, a collection that 
is used* by )graduate students of 
caligraphy from all pa:ts of the coun- 
try. The fiction circulating -library 
with its 3,500 volumes supplies insti- 
tute members and friends with the 
latest French fiction. 

Among permanent. exhibits are a 
collection of 5,000 coins and medals; 
autograph. letters.: of .the Kings, 
Marshals- and other. leaders of 
France, including. Henry IV, Charles 
ITX.and Richelieu, and.a letter writ- 
ten. in German .by) the young, King 
of Rome.

that would disturb the rhythms or 
clog free spaces. ‘‘The Red House’ 
offers the best example of this skill. 
At first glance it is thé kind of thing 
a traveler remembers in his notebook 
of impressions, weather-stained rosy 
atudco, high-standing trees, a wall of 
irregular stones, Mia@hy levéls, a 
etream, hotisehold octupations dot- 
ting a broad area of oltdoors, all 
very ‘picturesque _an@ charming. 
Closer acqiiaintance shows the charm 
to be built upon the solid foundation 
of a thoughtfully considered design 
devised by the artist’s brain and par- 
taking of his mental attitude toward 
things seen. It is the mental attitude 
of this artist, who turned to 4he prac- 
tice of art-in his later years, that 
accounts for the peculiar’ pleasure 
given by his work. It meets us in a 
sustained mbod, personal, peaceful, 
unsolicited by stereotyped conven- 
tions, old or modern, 


J k= attraction of Abram Poole’s 
‘work is along quite other lines. 
Where in the Italian landscape 
of Edward Bruce the design is a fab- 
ric of collaborating colors and direc- 
tions playing through every part of 
the canvas, the design in Mr. Poole’s 
portraits is concéntrated in the fig- 
ure and its relation to @ background 
of the greatest simplicity. A base- 
band of marble in one of the back- 
grounds, its golden veining indicated 
with extreme restraint, becomes a 
quite exciting feature against the si- 
jent wall. The nudes are beautiful, 
omdeléd as though in ivory, standing 
_ im goddess poses, with a fine mist of

The Favorite Fabrics of ,Evening-Gowns Are Used in 
Slippers—Fancy ‘Designs for the Heels 


HOOSING evening slippers. is be- 
coming less difficult because 
shoe ‘designers now work closely 

with the coat and dress designers 
and*there is a recognized harmony 
both: in styles and materialsused. 
The new shoes, in keeping with the 


‘mode, ‘are somewhat scanty because 
‘the fronts are cut low and. very. little 


is seen of the hee) parts. 

Straps in ,various forms are used, 
some with the purpoge of holding 
the slippers on the feet, but mostly 
to carry some ,unusvial ornament or 
buckle. These straps are fastened at 
the side or made some intricate 
fashion, so that tBhe fastening takes 
place underneath an ornament.

Since Aug:°27; when“ with impres- |* 
sive ceremony in Paris Secretary 
Kellogg put his signature to the 
treaty, that document: has received 
more vigorous -public . discussion 
abroad than at home. Fifteen coun- 
tries signed at.Paris.and have sig- 
nified.. their intention to ratify. 
Other nations, including Soviet Rus- 
sia, have joined the list. Only the 
nations of South America seem to be 
holding back. 

At Geneva, in the recent meetings 
of. the League of Nations, the pact 
was accepted and hailed both as a 
measure that strengthened greatly 
the obligations of all national Gov- 
ernments to kéep the peace, to sub- 
mit their disputes to an orderly proc- 
ess of settlement and as an expres- 
gion of an aspiration. The welcome 
the” pact received brought out as 
clearly as ever before the paradox 
of a world supporting unanimously 
the idea of-universal peace, yet un- 
able to reach a state of trust in 
which armaments would be reduced. 


The Pact’s Influence. 


The Kellogg pact is‘already prov- 
fng a. shaping influence in interna- 
tional. relations, but it still .must 
come before the American people 
and the American Senate’ for final | 
judgment. The rest: of the’ world 
@waits our action. 

The terms of the pact are short— 
surprisingly short. It has but three 
brief articles. Thesignatory States 
“solemnly declare in the names of 
their respective peoples that they 
eondemn recourse to. war for the 
solution of. international controver- 
gies, and renounce it’ as an instru- 
ment of national,policy:in their re- 
lations with one another.” ‘They 
agree, furthermore, “‘that the settle 
ment or solution: of all disputes or 
conflicts of whatever -nature or of 
whatever origin they may be, which 
may arise among them, shall never 
be sought except by pacific means.’’ 

The simple, striking -positiveness 
of this agreement has‘already~ been 
modified in its range of application 
in the preliminary correspondence 
between the American and foreign 
Governments. All Governments have 
agreed with Secretary Kellogg’s view 
that it does not restrict or impair 
in any way the right to self-defense, 
and that if any country violates the 

act in resorting*to arms the, other 
na ‘ions have complete liberty of ac-

Allied Post-War Accord. 


It is true that their starting-point 
after the war was agreement be- 
tweem the Allies, agreement not.

There is no record in 
Ann Street’s annals of the sudden 
disappearance of the recipient of 
such an expression of confidence, ac- 
cording to Henry Schwartz, who has 
been identified’ with the district’s 
novelty market for the past forty 
years, thirty of them as a wholesale 
distributer. Hundreds of the most 
unstable transients have hawked his 
wares and only one or two itinerant 
retailers failed to return and make 
a complete accounting. Their re- 
ward was usually fixed at 50 per 
cent. of their gross sales, and some 
nights just before Christmas would 
see them with the imposing capital 
of $10 or $12 and with their’ sole 
fiscal obligation a lodging bill of 20 
cents. 

“A real industry was killed when 
the police e ‘pitch men’ and 
‘boosters’ off “4 streets,’’ Mr. 
Schwartz regretfully remarked. ‘‘At 
this time of the year I would be 
‘staking’ about 250 men to consign- 
ménts of the kind of goods that can- 
not be sold in any other way. Rub- 
ber chewing gum and books contain- 
ing the words of all the well-known 
songs are just so much dead stock 
unless they are handled by the hawk- 
ers. So far this season only ten 
old hands at the street-selling game 
have dropped in. They do not like 
this busitiess of calling on the retail 
stores with their goods, but they 
must operate that way because they 
are past the age where they can 
skip from corner to corner to avoid 
the cop on the beat. 


Feather Ticklers Obsolete. 


“I. -remember the years when we 
would be busy during the early part 
of November trying to dope out what 
to push for the Christmas trade. One 
year.it would be. cardboard houses 
for. the kids to set up themselves. 
Another. time it was. make-believe 
birds for Christmas tree decorations. 
Feather. ticklers were big in their 
time, but now it is against the law 
‘to.sell them, 

“My.men weren't leading citizens, 
but they were of unquestioned hon- 
esty. No man with a criminal record 
would spend hours on the busiest 
corners of the city where he would 
surely be. recognized. When a man 
came in and asked for a ‘load,’ he 
got it; and if he didn’t return that 
night it was because he took.a drink 
too many on his way in and got lost 
or something. Maybe he wouldn't 
show up.for a couple of months, but 
when he did he’d make good. In 
thirty years I lost $300 or. $400 in 
‘bad accounts.’ 

‘Nobody could say that these men 
were afraid of work. They didn’t 
relish it,as a regular diet, but when 
they got..down to business they 
would. try their hardest. If you 
think they..were shirkers: you ought 
to spend a day on a windy street 
corner. shampooing your. hair. about 
fifty. times to help the sale of a cer- 
tain kind of soap.,. They did. it regu- 
larly, and .when, they caught cold 
they took a spoonful of straight 
kerosene and were back.on the job

In other: words,- the ‘great: problem 
of television. is not the problem :of 
making» a -magic «box through the 
peep-hole’ of which one may \view 
diminutive «= reflections : of ' passing 
men: and events. «The: fundamental 
principles of sight transmission’ and 
reception arewell understood. » The 
greater problems of : television are 
still bound up ‘in the secrets:of space. 

Simply - stated, the’ engineering 
problems involved in serving the eye, 
as*radio now serves the ear, are‘the 
conversion of light .waves:into suit-; 
able electro-magnetic ‘waves that can 
be: “propagated through space. and 
converted back ‘into ‘light:-waves at | 
the receiving: end. ‘In’ television; - this 
involves many ‘sub-problems' of :elec- 
trical ‘and mechanical engineering, 
and of optical design. 

For instance; light must be: reflect- 
ed from ‘the object’ whose ‘image ‘is 
to be transmitted on *to« the ‘photo- 
electric cell; the almost imperceptible 
amounts of electrical «energy: thus 
generated: must be greatly amplified 
before these electrical impulses ‘can 
be caused ‘to modulate or*control a 
radio transmitter. ‘To convert these 
electrical impulses‘ into ‘light “waves 
at the receiving end we‘need ‘a lamp 


capable of changing ‘its *bfilliancy|_ 


with ‘the flash-like variations of ‘the 
electrical currents that ‘control ‘it ‘or 
an ~ equivalent ‘device.’ Finally we 
must have a method of arranging or 
scanning these light ‘beams into a 
recognizable picture: ~ | 
Recent demonstrations have shown 
how these‘ problems have been ‘met 
under ‘experimental* conditions. 
Further development of these in- 
strumentalities may now be expect- 
ed: We are working toward photo- 
electric cells 6f mtich greater sensi- 
tivity; for more brilliant and read- 
ily ~ controlled - lighting devices; ' for 
better means of synchronizing light 
elements on the scanning “apparatus 
at éath end of the radio circuit.

But while we are forging the elec- 
trie: eye, as we have, forged the elec- 
tric ;ear, we haves yet,to build a 
road through space: broad:enough. to 
accommodate the necessities-of visual 

i transmission. "We can :use a: wave 
-**gide-band’’ of 5,000 cycles for sound 
transmission,’ but» we.need:a wave 
band of somewheve between: 20,000 
and 100,000 cycles or even more for 
visual broadcasting .of., continuing 
public interest. We have overridden 
great obstacles.in. space to. accom- 
plish the transmission of sound; we 
must remove similar obstacles -if a 
permanent service of, visual broad- 
casting is to be established -in the 
United States.

To finish second in 
that examination wes no small 
achievement, for some of the bright- 
est young men of his day were pitted 
against him, and the fact that only 
six places were to be filled made 
competition all the keener. 


At Seoul in War Time. 


Matsudaira, who received the high- 
est rating, was appointed attaché at 
the London Embassy. His colleague, 
Debuchi, was a bit envious, for he 
had been appointed Vice Consul in 
what then appeared to be the com- 
paratively unimportant city of Seoul, 
Korea, But Seoul was not long to re- 
main a second-rate post. Relations 
between Russia and Japan were 
growing daily more strained, and De- 
buchi before long found Korea a 
battlefield of international affairs.

Japan’s Two Ties with U. 8. 


As for his duties here, Ambassador 
Debuchi says: “A diplomat must do 
something more than ‘voice glittering 
and meaningless generalities. What 
we want is a concrete and definite 
program for strengthening the ties 
of friendship which bind together Ja- 
pan and the United States. That 
friendship, as I see it, must rest on 
two pillars;.One of these is economic 
cooperation, and the other is intel- 
lectual cooperation.

A Time-Honored System. 


The use of flags in signaling at 
gea is so old that a definite histori- 
eal beginning is not ascertainable. 
Several of the maritime nations in 
the beginning of the last century au- 
thorized flag codes for their own 
merchant marines, and their navies 
used separate flag codes in tactical 
operations. The British merchant 
marine had several systems propesed 
fn the early part of the nineteenth 
century. Sir Home Popham sub- 
mitted a code to the world which 
Was based on the naval officers’. 
viewpoint. ‘The Acadian Code of 
Signals, which was printed in Lon- 
don in 1817, was invented by some 
unknown author at “‘the desolate 
island of Nova Scotia.” 

The dean of the British code mak- 
ers was Captain Frederick Marryat, 
who early in the ninteenth century 
devised a number of innovations. 
After several editions of his codes, 
they became known around the world 
and were translated into a number of 
foreign languages. On the Continent 
the French code offered by Captain 
Reynold in 1855 was regarded as ef- 
ficient and was translated into Eng- 
lish and several other languages. In 
Denmark, a naval Captain, Levin 
J. Rohde, promulgated a code in 
‘1834 which was considered by the 
British Association for the Advance- 
‘ment of Science at its, meeting at 
Dublin in 1835. All these old codes 
based the transmitting of messages 
on a number system, which had been 
conceived many years before. Let- 
‘ters and phrases were dependent 
upon the hoisting of pennants and 
flags. In the French system, balls 
and cylinders which represented the 
numerals were also employed. 

In the United States a code system 
‘was contrived by the Bostonian, John 
R. Parker, in 1832, who revised the 
earlier Marine Telegraph Signal 
Book by James M. Elford of Charles- 
ton, 8. C. The Parker code followed 
in general principle Captain Mar- 
ryat’s flags and vocabulary. The out- 
standing American promoter of sig- 
nals was Henry J. Rogers of Balti- 
more, who put forth a code in 1847. 
After obtaining support from the ma- 
rine interests of our expanding sea- 
‘board, he received in 1847 formal ap- 
‘proval of his ‘“‘Semaphoric Signal 
Book”? from J. Y. Mason, Secretary 
‘of the Navy. In 1856 Rogers issued 
-a volume entitled ‘The 
‘Code of Marine Signals,’’ which be- 
teame the standard for our prosper- 
‘ous American ships and even crept 
sinto usage abroad.

In the last few years we have seen 
great changes in vessel equipment.

As the code 
stands, letter flags in groups depict 
numerals, and the British propose 
to eliminate this ctumbersome 
method. The five pennants now in 
the code representing thé letters a; 
d, e, f and g, they recommend to be 
replaced with distinctive rectangu+ 
lar flags. Five newly devised pen- 
nants they propose to add to repre- 
sent the numerals from 1 to 10. 
Their case seems logital, as sep 
arating the alphabetical and numeral 
flags will undoubtedly facilitate the

By this 
time another Presidential contest 
was looming up and again Bryan 
was presented to the people, now 
erying out against “imperialism.” 
And again he was defeated. Once 
more he returned to Nebraska and 
founded The Commoner, through 
which he issued pronouncements on 
affairs of State. 

Through it in 1904 he hammered 
home the idea that the gold stand 
taken by Judge Parker, for whom 
Bryan had been shelved, would lose 
the West and consequently the elec- 
tion for the Democrats. The elec- 
tion was lost. So in 1908 Bryan was 
called for the third time to lead his 
party and again he led them to de- 
feat. 

Then he busied himself with lec- 
tures on the ‘‘Prince of Peace’: for 
the next few years until 1012 éanie 
around, when he was a large factor 
in obtaining the nomination ~for 
Woodrow Wilson. Wilson, made the 
erstwhile leader of DemOdcracy his 
Secretary of State. In 1915 Wilson 
accepted his resignation, saying ‘‘our 
two years of association have been 
delightful to me.’’ is 

Bryan went back to his lectures 
and Bible classes and reappearéd “ih 
favor of prohibition. Then at Madi- 
son Square Garden in 1924, his last 
convention, he sought to keep out 
of the platform any denunciation of 
the Ku Klux Klan by name... Hach 
time he rose to speak he was greeted 
with boos, yet he got what he 
wanted and his brother was nomi- 
nated for Vice President; 


The Evolution Trial. 


In 1925 came the last~ issue; An 
obscure teacher in the town of Day- 
ton, Tenn., defied the law of the 
State and ‘“‘taught evolution’”’ in his 
high school classes. It got on the 
front page of the newspapers and 
Bryan saw his chance. » From: his 
home in Florida he went to Dayton 
to aid the cause of fundamentalism: 
He worked long and hard, and his 
side obtained a conviction. ‘The day 
after this: triumph he died in his 
sleep. Nothing could ‘have been 
more dramatic than this climax to 
a colorful political career. 

James G. Blaine was always more 
or less in the public eyé‘ until his 
death. He had come to Washington 
in the midst of the reeonstruction 
period, was made Speaker of. the 
House, and incurred the wrath’ of 
Roscoe Conkling, then boss of the 
New York Republicans, ‘whom ‘he

In the Supreme Court. 


Only two candidates have gone to 
the Supreme Court, though Charles 
Evans Hughes retired from it in or- 
der to run for the Presidency. Wil- 
liam Wirt was a candidate in 1832, 
opposed to Clay and Jackson. An 
able jurist, he was appointed to the 
Supreme Court two years later, hay- 
ing in the meantime tried futilely to 
plant.a colony of Germans in Flor 
ida. Broken in health, he occupied 
his seat on the bench for only 4 few 
months before his death.

Aaron Burr's Tragedy. 

The most dramatic eareer of a de- 
feated candidate for the Presidency 
was thet of Aaron Burr. Hie name 
was before the electors when Adams 
was Chosen President in 1796. Meéan- 
time, Burr had lost his seat in the 
Senate and was practicing law in 
Néw York. In 1800 he was again a 
candidate, with the backing of Tam- 
many Hall. Though he was defeated 
for the highest office, he was chosen 
Vice President and served in that-ca- 
pacity during. Jefferson’s.first term. 
His duel with Hamilton during this 
period killed his political chances. 
After that his life was a dire tragedy 
—an abortive attempt at founding an 
empire in Louisiana,- straitéened 
cirdumstances and an - unfortunate 
but spectacular marriage with Mme. 
Jumel, 

A number of defeated candidates 
have definitely retired from public 
life. John Adams after failing of re- 
election went home to Massachusetts 
and wrote a number of treatises on 
political . philosophy. Charles C. 
Pinckney concluded his career by 
running for the Presidency. Fillmore 
returned to the limelight only when 
he was nominated: by the Know 
Nothings in 1856, four years after 
his ‘unsuccessful ‘contest for ‘renom- 
ination, but retired again until his 
death in 1874..

What are the events that have led 
up to the present sittatidn?” Because 
they have “been ‘of “a ‘sénsational 
nature and’ have provided front 
page headlines ‘for almost every 
newspaper the world over; some of 
them are well known; ‘others ‘need 
more than a brief outline. 

Under the leadérship ‘of the late 
Jon Bratianu the Liberal’ Party not 
‘only succeéded in doubling’ the ‘size 

of Rumania ‘and ° increasing its 
population correspondingly,’ by some 
‘very ‘astute diplomacy, but, “as a 
Measure of self-protection, ‘granted 
universal suffrage throughout the 
realm and passed an agrarian law 
that literally transformed the ‘whole 
country into a nation of small jand- 
owners. On-the face of it democ- 
Tracy had come into its’own. The old 
“Conservative Party—the party of the 
great landlords—last led by the late 
M. Marghiloman, tottered and fell. 
Seemingly the peactionaries were

Liberal Party ‘Tricks. 

But .not- so.. The vast peasant 
population of Greater Rumania, com- 
prising .some 85 per cent. of the 
people, was soon to find; out that 
the Liberal Party, was, up.to its. old 
tricks—the protection of the; vested 
interests in the big cities. by .what- 
ever. means were both expedient and 
convincing. The peasants found that 
they could’ vote, only. if. they, were 
prepared to vote:for the Government 
in power, and the gendarmes guard- 
ing the ballot boxes were not above 
: forcing the recalcitrant population 
to vote their way..under..the,,threat 
of force, sometimes’ applied. Worse, 
even, was. the fact that the small 
farmer could get no financial sup- 
port from Bucharest, except at ex- 
orbitant ‘interest rates, for increas- 
ing the productivity of his land 
either by cooperatives or by indi- 
vidual initiative. 

The marketing situation is well 
gummed up in the following story. 
A certain Rumanian farmer who 
lived to the west of Oradea Mare, 
and who found his logical market in 
the Hungarian plains over the 
border, was told one day, when he 
went to town to dispose of a large 
quantity of butter and eggs, that the 
frontier had been closed and that no 
shipments would be allowed to cross 
over into Hungary. The farmer had 
nothing to do but to dispose of what 
he could in the town, at a much 
lower price, and return home. Two 
days later Rumanian officials called 
on him. They expressed regret that 
the frontier should have been so sud- 
denly closed, but that was the fault 
of the Hungarians, they said. Never- 
theless, they understood perfectly 
that it meant a grave loss to the 
farmer and they were prepared then 
and there to buy his profluce at the 
prevailing market price—even lower 
than the farmer had got two days 
previously—and so help him to 
weather the crisis. The farmer sold 
out, having no alternative. The next 
day the frontier was opened and 
prices immediately rose. 

This might be dismissed as a coin- 
cidence were it not for the fact that 
scores of similar charges are made 
against corrupt officials who, though, 
frequently’ hailed before the courts, 
seldom are published. Seeing that 
their political liberty was no mere 
than a chimera, the peasants turned 
their thoughts toward organization 
for a political victory—a fight they 
have been waging now for seven 
years, 


Fight of the Peasants.

Vintila Bratianu, as everybody in 
Rumania knows, is*not the force- 
ful, dynamic person his brother was, 
and it soon became ‘a question of 
whether he would prove, himself 
strong enough to hang on to the 
reins of power. The peasants were 
not long in putting his qualities to 
tHe test. Last \April they staged a 
huge demonstration in Alba Julia, 
protesting against the continuance 
of corruption in the Government and 
demanding free elections and the 
ousting of the Bratianu régime. 
Ugly rumors flew to Bucharest of 
revolution and the setting up of a 
republic. It has been.asrerted’ that 
these were »spread-+by the Liberals. 
At any rate they gave Bratianu a 
weapon to use to keep himself in 
power.. , 

Maniu Restrains the Peasants. 


But matters were not sd easily 
settled. The peasants became insist- 
ent. It became known that but for 
the restraining: hand of,Juliu: Maniu 
the Alba Julia’ demonstration might 
have ‘developed ‘into’a march of 200,- 
000 peasants on thercapital, with 
consequences that might have paral- 
leled the Fascist march on Rome.

As in so many countries, the war 
was responsible more than anything 
else for the awakening of the 
Rumanian peasants. They traveled 
away from their native heaths, and 
the world they saw was a big one to 
them. They came into contact, too, 
with new ideas, and they began to 
wonder why they also should not 
have a say in: the conduct of the 
Government. At the end of the con- 
flict, when the Transylvanian peas- 
ants became joined to their blood 
brothers:.in the Regat (Old 
Rumania), the necessity of granting 
them ‘the franchise and breaking up 
the large estates was apparent. Old 
Rumania had had a taste of a peas- 
ant revolt. once before, and in: the 
midst of an unsettled international 
situation and threatened by: Bolshe- 
vism she was in no mood.to oppose 
the now large peasant population. 

The: fusion of: Old: Rumania and 
Transylvania was not, however, an 
entirely .happy ‘one. : Despite the 
charges levied against “the -Hun- 
garians for the, pre-war ‘treatment 
of the Transylvanian  Rumanians, 
there was no doubt but that the lat- 
ter were culturally superior to’ the 
mass of the Old Rumanians, and 
they were soon to resent the ceritral- 
ization of 'thé~ administration, with 
all its drawbacks, and the overbear- 
ing tyranny -that-resulted. The’ dif- 
ference in culture was probably ex- 
aggerated, but: it was 'none the less 
an actuating cause of the bitter fight 
that was waged against Bucharest. 

Foremost of the leaders of this 
fight’ is Juliu. Maniu, now in‘ his 
fifty-sixth year. . Of medium ‘height 
and dark complexion, he radiates a 
sense of keen. responsibility... and 


compels confidence. In his earlier 
days he was a member of the Buda- 


pest Parliament, and there began 
the fight for the Rumanian popula- 
tion of Transylvania that is, perhaps, 
entering upon a final stage. A law- 
yer by profession, he: has never, even 
in his political speeches, been able 
to depart from a certain judicial 
nicety of language. He could argue 
with great logic upon the evils of 
the administration, but he could 
make no appeal to the heart, the 
only form of persuasion the peasants 
really understand. No one would 
call him a gifted speaker, although 
he has already gone far:in political 
debate. He is too quiet, too intelli- 
gent’ and perhaps a little too suave 
to form the stuff out of ‘which. dem- 
agogues are’ made, 
,, Old and New Runmiania, 

Maniu himself realized his ‘weak- 
nesses and has been fortunate in hav- 
ing men like Jon Michalache, Vaida 
Voevod,. Madgereau and Popovitch to 
help him carry his message to the 
people, ~ For himself, he was the 
real engineer of the fusion of the 
National Transylvanian Party and 
the powerful,Peasant Party, whose 
backbone of strength .was ‘in the 
other . newly .acquired Province of 
Bessarabia, into the National Peas- 
ant Party, théreby,.with the excep- 
tion ofa few scattered’ parties, re- 
turning Rumania ‘to the two-party 
system of politics ‘that.obtained, be- 
fore. the.war with the, Liberals and 
Conservatives ‘alternating in power— 
the Conservatives more often in op- 
position:

The Westerner has taken to flying 
a little easier than his Eastern 
cousin, Perhaps: it i8 because the 
strain of adventurous blovd is a lit- 
tle fresher out there; but it is cer- 
tain that the men of the prairies, 
the ranches and the ‘oil fields take to 
flying with an. admirable non- 
chalance and ability.

RADIO TO GUIDE OUR FLIERS 


By A. W. PARKES dr. 


Y¥ next Spring the Government 
will have érected fadio Bea- 
cons at useful points in eight 
States to guide:air mail and 


other fliers through darkness, rain}. 


or fog, and thus redtice hazards. 
The radio beacon will enable themto 
keep to their course, along whiéh are 
revolving lights and 
fields. Each beacon is 4 radio trans- 
mitting station capable of defining 
the pathway to be followed. By the 
new installations this will be Goné by 
agitating tw6 Metallic reeds-right 
and left—on the plane’s instruffient 
board, 

The radio path might bé éompared 
to a searchlight beam serit out ftom 
@ powerful light: Under the usual 
system the beam is indicatéd by tele- 
graphic sotinds, The receiving égttip- 
merit allows the pilot to khow if he 
is in the path Of the radio ‘‘bsam.”’

Other Research Work. 

A great déal of the pionser work 
in this fiéld Was done by the army

England Tests Another System. 

. "Ae system on trial in Britain con- 
siderably different from any so far 
described is that of a rotating radio 
beat similar in effect to the rotat- 
ihg aircraft light beacons so familiar 
around the country. These radio 
beacons revolve once in sixty sec- 
onds, 

A characteristic signal is sent out 
which is heard as the beam heads 
north. All the flier does is to start 
a stop watch when he hears this spe- 
cial signal and find how many sec- 
onds it is before the ‘‘no signal’’ 
beam comes around. If it requires 
fifteen seconds he is east of the 
known station, if thirty seconds he 
is south, forty-five he is west. It is 
described as a system that can be 
made use of by any kind of plane or 
béat that has a simple receiving out- 
fit. 

Besides, there is a well-established 
Bellini-Tosi system of obtaining bear- 
ings on ship or plafie. Two large 
loops; one fore’ and aft and one 
athWartships, aie cénflected to a coil 
fhside the platie. “Thé Operator turns 
the finder until the signal intensity 
is zero and reads off the bearing of 
the known transmitting station. By 
using large loops not so sensitive a 
receiving set is required as in the 
ease of the simple rotating coil direc- 
tion finder.

‘A decisive victory was reported for

Ramps reaching the highway on 
grades from the stréet lévéls will 
provide approaches that will not in- 
terfere with local traffic. At Eliza 
beth a way will be designated to 
connect Route No. 25 with the new 
highway now being built to ‘Trenton. 

Port Newark will be connécted with 
Route No. 256 by five ramps, ohe of 
which will be at the airport. When 
the Hudson Bridge .is ¢ompleted, 
Route No. 25 will be linked with it, 
and thence on a rotite to be known 
as No. 1 with Bayonne, and further 
south with the néw Staten Island 
bridge. In pointing to its magnitude 
and the length of viaducts; Colotel 
Hudson declared this network of 
highways will be unstirpassed in the 
Histofy of road building. 

Of the thirteen miles of roadway, 
there will be six miles of viaducts, 
the foundations of which have been 
suhk with compressed air as deep 
as 100 feet to bedrock.

ENDING AUTOMOBILE SHIMMY 
IS PROBLEM FOR ENGINEERS 





“Wheel Wabble” Is Accepted as Unsafe, Since It 
Occurs Chiefly at High Running Speeds 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN. 


SK the average motor car owner 
whether his car shimmies 
and he will deny it, honestly 
and vigorously. Ask the 

average ehgineer whether the aver- 
, @gé car is unstable in the front end 
and he will admit that it is, 

Although the buyer of the car may 
not be aware of it, shimmy, gyro- 
scopic kick, front-end weave, or what- 
evér it may be called, has been one 
of the acute problerms of the auto- 
motive engineer. There is a dispute 
“among tire men and motor car de- 
Sighefs as to the cause of shimmy. 
The latter declafe it results from 
balloon tires. The tire man, defend- 
ing. his . product, says increased 
power, four-wheel brakes, different 
engine suspension and the. like are 
responsible. 

The shimmy of today is different 
|. from the shimmy of yesterday. For- 
). merly it was a front-wheel action 
that looked like an eccentric dancer 
. walking, across a stage doing tricks 

with his knees,. The shimmy of to- 
. day is merely a wabble. But, if its 

form. is less exaggerated, it exists 
nevertheless. And getting rid of it 
provides the engineering laboratory 
with many hours of overtime work. 
"Wheel wabbie,;’’ to call shimmy 
/oby ancther of its teclinical Gliases, 
Ms: accepted as. unhsafe. It ococtirs 
, chiefly at high speeds and it means 
that various parts at the front end 
of the car are subjected to forces 
that are difficult.to control. With 
these high speeds: being built into 
the car—and being drawn out. by. the 
driver—the engineer has seen the 
handwriting on the wall. Shimmy is 
a Wmitation. on the safety of. the 
motor car.

NEW BRUNSWICK REPORTS 
RECORD AUTO REVENUE 


EVENUE received from motor 
R Vehicles in the Province of New 

Brunswick for the fiscal year 
ended Oct. 31. was more than one 
million dollars, it recently was an- 
noun¢ed by the Hon. D. A. Stewart, 
Minister of Public Works. 

Lisense receipts for motor vehicles 
totaled $789,230.74 in the fiscal year, 
which was a record figure, almost 
$120,000 more than that for 1927 and 
$89,230.74 greater than the $650,000 
estimate of the amount to be ex- 
pected. Fines collected under the 
Motor Vehicle act in the last year 
Aggregated §$2,101.07, as compared 
with $488.96 in 1927. 

Gasoline tax returns are expected to 
amount to more than §270,000 for the 
year. Receipts from that tax up to 
Oct. 81 totaled $251,543.90 and, al- 
though tax payments for October are 
not yet due, more than $20,000 had 
been paid in this month. This is said 
to insure a total revenue for the 
motor vehicle branch of over $1,000,- 
000, although it was estimated the 
aggregate receipts would amount to 
only $970,000.

and regulate itself, rather than that 
the Government should do the regu- 
lating. It is possible that he may 
change his mind in this regard, es- 
pecially if the new allocation plan of 
the commission, which went into ef- 
fect on Nov. 11, should prove a de- 
e@ided success. 

‘Whatever action. is taken by Mr. 
‘Hoover, it will be only after @ care- 
ful review of the "present situation.

He gave them his, fullest 
support in their decisions and there 
is no doubt but that this helped im- 
mensely in the successful operation 
of the radio questions before the 
Department of Commerce, although it 
was fully understood that the depart- 
ment did not have a law which would 
back it up in regulatory powers. 

Not the least remarkable thing 
about the situation is that, haying 
originally been given coritrol of radio 
as Secretary of Commerce and then 
being shorn of this authority by Con 
gress through the present turn of af- 
fairs, the President-elect again holds 
the whip hand. 

Whatever decision is made by Mr. 
Hoover as t6 how. to exercise this 
power, it is a foregone conclusion 
that it will receive earnest and intel- 
ligent consideration and that the lis- 
teners of the Country can rest as- 
sured that their interests will be pro- 
tected. 

“Mr, Hooves election will no 
doubt mean the end of a radio com- 
mission,’’ said a leading radio man, 
who discussed the subject with Mr. 
Hoover several weeks ago. ‘Mr. 
Hoover is opposed to the Radio Com- 
mission. I firmly believe he is justi-

‘I refer to the nation-wide 
inquiry conducted by Mr. Daniel 
Starch of Harvard. 


**Personal interviews were made at 
the homes of 17,099 families in 
twenty-four States east of the 
Rockies. These homes were located 
in eleven large cities, twenty-one 
medium-sized cities, seventy-three 
small towns, and sixty-eight farming 
counties. Because of the extent of 
the investigation, and the scientific 
manner in which it was planned and 
carried out, Dr. Starch believes that 
the national statistical data obtained 
can be accepted with the same con- 
fidence as though a hundred thou- 
sand or a million homes were visited. 
This is an admirable beginning. in 
radio research, but we shall need 
much more like it with the develop- 
ment of broadcasting.. The farm 
field, for example, offers great possi- 
bilities. The number of farm people 
that are daily listening in is now 
close to 10,000,000 and represents a 
highly receptive audience. 


“The Starch survey has statistical- 
ly confirmed many facts about radio 
that broadcasting stations and. ad- 
vertising agencies:had learned by ex- 
perience, but it gives accurate data 
in place of generalizations. For ex- 
ample, sevéral years’ experience with 
nen-commercial programs ‘clearly in- 
dicated the high public preference 
for music, Nearly all ‘popular spon- 
sored programs ‘are either made up 
exclusively of music or use a musical 
background. 

.. “The Starch investigators found 
that in communities of all sizes; 
from‘farms to big cities, the highest 
vote was, first, for orchestra music, 
and, second, for popular entertainers. 
The relative popularity of other 
types of programs varied consider- 
ably according t6 “the size ‘of the 
community, but the, combined vote 
over the country showed the third 
and fourth most popular types were 
dance music and musical programs 
generally.

The symptom indicates a 
looge..connection, batteries that are 
run down or not functioning as they 
should to supply a steady current, 
defective or worn-out tubes, The 
“B” eliminator may not be working 
efficiently, especially the rectifier éle- 
ment, It would be a good plan to 
replace all old tubes with new.ones. 
A good way to determine if the elimi- 
nator and ‘‘A” battery are all right 
would be to try them on a neighbor's 
set. You will probably find the 
trouble in the current supply devices. 


QUESTION——1 havea three-tube

KOA’S ANNOUNCERS 
MUST BE COLLEGE BRED 


A college or university degree as a 
minimum educational requirement is 
a new standard for radio announcers 
set by KOA in Denver. It is con- 
tended that an announcer must have 
a broad cultural background to be 
able to handle the wide variety of 
subjects dealt with in broadcasting. 
Mispronunciation and other evidences 
of unfamiliarity with the subject he 
is announcing call down on the an- 
nouncer and the station the cen- 
sure of listeners, according to F. H. 
Talbot, manager. 

Six of KOA’s seven announcers are 
college graduates, one of them hav- 
ing in addition a Master of Arts de- 
gree, and two others Bachelor of 
Music degrees. And even with these 
qualifications ‘all of them, specialize 
in particular types of broadcasts,

With average usage the tubes in a 
receiver will give excellent results for 
about a year, according to the en- 
gineering division of E. T. Cun- 
ningham, Inc. At the end of that 
time they should be carefully tested 
and those that show indication of 
‘being below par should be discarded 
and replaced with new tubes. It is 
generally poor policy to use new tubes 
with old tubes unless the old tubes 
test up very well, because the 
changed characteristics of the old 
tubes, necessitating higher filament 
and plate voltages to produce aver- 
age results,. cause these, excessive 
voltages to be applied to the new 
tubes ‘with inefficient results. 

Engineers contend that attempts to 
use a radio tube till it gasps out its 
last breath are just as ridiculous as 
using an auto tire until the fabric 
is.worn down to such a point that 
constant repairs and the danger of a 
blowout at any moment must be ex- 
pected.

Hospital, 130th Street and Convent

tional Broadcasting Company. 

In scores of cities Parent-Teachers’ 
‘Associations report that they are 
supplying local schools with sets. 
Radio dealers are cooperating by 
loaning some of their finest instru- 
ments. In certain schools where 
there seemed to be'no way of getting 
the esséntial equipment installed, 
classes &F@ being taken to the home 
of a fatiiily possessing a radio re- 
ceiver. ; 

Mothers Donate a Set. 

In Menomonie, Wis., a group of 
mothers presénted a radio to St. Jo- 
seph’s S6h6ol'so that the school body 
‘might listenin. Public School 21 in 
Staten Island equipped itself through 
the ingenuity: of one of its eighth 
grade boys, Mélvin Hadfield, who 
made a.set....At another Staten Is- 
land school.the principal purchased 
a radio so that the children could 
hear the broadcasts. One of the 
teachers of the Garfield School, St. 
Joseph,..Mo., brought her radio to 
the school. In Passaic, N. J., a 
radio dealer supplied a set. The 
samé thing happened at Washington 
School, Bay, City, Mich. Another 
school raised money by having a 
chocolate sale. In several cities 
prominent business men have given 
the money necessary for equipping 
schools with radios. 

One letter.to Dr. Damrosch from a 
fourth..grade boy announces that 
“we went overt to Dorothy Foster’s 
house. Her mother has a radio. All 
of us children satin her living room 
and heard you. Afterward Dorothy’s 
mother gave us each an apple.’’ 

*T live in what I call a ‘hick town’ 
because our schoéls aren’t modern. 
No radio!’”’ writes a girl in Passaic, 
N. J. ‘When I read you were going 
to give a concert Friday morning I 
did not want to go to school, be- 
cause I didn’t want to miss your con- 
cert. But.one of our local radio deal- 
ers. loaned the school a radio. That 
was seventh, heaven.”’ 

Another characteristic letter comes 
from & boy in the third grade of the 
Logan’ School in Minneapolis. He 
writes? 

‘“‘We went over to our teacher’s 
house to hear your concert. We sat 
on the floor. 
said about your stick. We can’t see 
that stick go, but we can feel it. 
Our writing supérvisor said she saw 
you with..your musical family in 
Illinois... She told us that you do 
mot use your stick hardly at all. 
Your program was on our music les- 
son. We wish we-could hear your 
music every day. There was no part 
of the program we did not like. 
Some girls like the Raindrops. Some 
boys like the March best of all.’’ 

Invariably the letters end with: 
**"We are anxiously waiting your next 
program.” 

Details of Next Program. 


The Radio Schoo] Hour, the first 
half of which, Galled ‘Fairies in 
Music,” is designated for students 
from Grades $ and 4, and the latter 
half, entitled *‘Flute and Clarinet,” 
for thé instruction of the seventh, 
eighth and ninth grades, will be pre- 
sented under the diréction of Walter 
Damrosch on Friday morning at 11 
o’clock until noon, Eastern Standard 
Time. 

Mendelssohn’s overture to ‘‘A Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream,’’ written in 
1826, first as a piano duet and later 
scored for orchestra, will be heard 
as thé first number on the program.

In Bérlioz’s *“Dance of the Sylphs,’’ 
taken from “The Damnation of 
Faust,” the gentle creatures may be 
heard danting in the air after Faust, 
at the command of Mephistopheles, 
has been lulled to sleep on the banks 
of the Elbe.

Rural Life. 





STORE RENTALS ADVANCE 


Two Large Elevator’ Houses Re- 
cently Finished.on Broadway— 
Church Landmark Doomed. 





No longer can the residents of the 
multi-family houses which now 
cover. the..once fertile acres of the 
Dyckman and Nagle farms on the 
northern extremity of Manhattan 
Island .duplicate, even in a minia- 
ture way, the farming activities of 
those.early owners. Were it not for 
Isham: Park and the old family 
homestead. on the summit of the 
highest. elevation in the immediate 
Dyckman area, supplemented by a 
well-kept garden and many stately 
trees, there would be practically no 
reminders of the delightful rural 
scenes which contributed, more than 
a century ago, to the fame of the 
Dyckman tract as one of Manhat- 
— Island’s pleasantest garden 
spots. 

Up to three or four years ago, 
however, those old-time rural scenes 
remained in many parts of that ex- 
tensive tract...On the vacant plots, 
which were fairly numerous, were 
scores of miniature farms, many 
laid out with considerable. artistic 
taste, and the crops of vegetables 
and succulent’ greens for tasty 
salads provided several hundred 
families in neighboring apartment 
houses with: appetizing food and 
doubtless -curtailed -household ex- 
penses. Even it the latter was not 
achieved, the amateur farmers while 
gaining some experience in the mys- 
teries of. tilling the soil also gained 
@ great deal more in healthful exer- 


-eise and the joy of seeing things 


worth while grow. 

It was a partnership with nature 
in which scores of. the Dyckman res- 
idents were enrolled and their work, 
while adding elements of beauty to 
the locality,. made the Dyckman 
area famous for several years as the 
best cultivated small-farm section 
on Manhattan Island. 


Rapid Apartment Development. 

Like many of the charming coun- 
try estates which were to be found 
in the Bronx less than twenty-five 
years ago and the extensive market 


garden acres in Queens which seem 
to have disappeared.from sight al- 
most overnight, this -historic Dyck- 
man section is now litcrally covered 
with blocks of yp siapeeeet houses, 
representative of the rapidity of the 
northward flow. of Manhattan’s pop- 
ulation, It is to all practical pur- 
poses a_ self-contained little city, 
with ckman and.207th Streets as 
the main arteries of trade and retail 
activity. : 

“Hundreds of new families have 
moved into the Dyckman area dur- 
ing the last twelve months,” said E. 
M. Maas of the realty firm of Volz 
& Maas last week, ‘‘and more than 
twenty large houses, most of them 
of the elevator type, have been 
erected within that time. Despite 
the large amount of building in the 
locality for the last three years, 90 
per cent. of the houses may be said 
to be satisfactorily rented. 

‘*While there are some vacancies, 
the majority of these will be found 
in the older houses of the walk-up 
class. One of the largest houses 
lately completed is the six-story ele- 
vator Broadyke, fronting nearly 250 
feet on Broadway, at the corner of 
Dyckman Street, which is now fully 
rented. Another large house just 
opened is the six-story Hawthorne 
Gardens at Broadway..and 204th 
Street, opposite the old’ ckman 
farmhouse and park, fronting 250 
feet on Broadway. 

‘‘Broadway and 207th Street have 
been restored to good traffic condi- 
tions after having been torn up for 
more than two years for the su 4 
work, and while the subway will 


probably not be in operation for 
some e yet, the construction of 
that line has already given an addi- 


tional impetus to the residential and 
commercial activity of the entire re- 
gion, -Few large vacant plots are 
now to be seen and the assemblage 
ef apartment house plots is a diffi- 
cult matter today.” 

Small Farming Has Ceased. 

Mr. Maas called attention to the 
fact that the business blocks of 
Dyckman Street are now solidly 
built up and rentals for stores have 
more than. doubled during the last 
four years. 

The great feature in the Dyckman 
area during the last four years has 
been the rapidity of its development 
in the former small farm territory 
south of Dyckman Street. One of the 
most gar be blocks during the 
years when there was ample room 
for the cultivation of 
the block bounded by. Elwood and 
Arden Streets, Sherman’ and Nagle 
Avenues. With the exception of three 
or five walk-up flats on the Elwood 
Street frontage, thatentire plot was 
arb vacant’ four years ago.

utilized for ‘gardening, and it pre- 
sented an at tive scene of inten- 
sive amateur farming with the added 
satisfaction of getting results.

CHANGES IN GONFARONE’S 


Dress Shop Takes Part of Restau- 
rant Space—Tablet Marks 
Old Bar Site. 


One of the blocks in the upper 
Greenwich Village section which has 
been almost completely modernized 
within the past. three years is that 
portion of Eighth Street. hetween 
Fifth and Sixth Avenues. It was 
only a short time ago-that its ap- 

ce was more suggestive of neg- 
ect, especially in the more westerly 
portion, than of brisk business ac- 
tivity. ‘That condition is now changed. 
Practically all of the old structures 
and decrepit lofts on the north side 
of the block have been attractively 
altered and new fronts with ample 
window space added to the stores, 
with the result that they have been 
rented to new tenants at a large ad- 
vance over the rates obtained six 


years ago. 
Preparations are being made for 
the widening of that block, which

The 
large restaurant on the main floor, 
which, ae to prohibition days, was 
the rendezvous of the leading artists, 
writers, bon vivants and .others of 
various distinctions, has been cut up 
into small stores, the restaurant oc-

he Maggi interests, which have 
had the management of Gonfarone’s 
for several years, announced yester- 
day that the corner store had been 
leased to the Lyle Shops, Inc., rep- 
resented by Sidney Lyle.

MEANS LOOK INTO FUTURE 


National Realty Body Explains 
Some Phases of Proper City, 
Development. 


The us¢ of city land is complicated 
by three marked factors, states the 
National Association of Real Estate 
Boards, these being given as* Vva- 
riety of optional uses, changing land 
uses and changing public policies. 

Urban land, it is pointed out, is put 
to many different uses and often it 
is optional which shall be chosen, A 
business site might be used for a de- 
partment store or an office: build- 
ing, a residential] site fora single 
family dwelling ‘or an apartment 
house. With optional uses open for 
a given site, only the most careful 
analysis will reveal which is best. 

The problem is made more difficult 


for the average pro owner to 
decide without 


residential sec- 
tion or a retail store section. Not 
only must the property owner choose 
the best use for , but if he is 
to Moy maximum re on his. in- 
Vv t he must foresee the best 
use for the future. 

“He cannot be guided entirely,”’

This will be the New York Life’s 
sixth home office. The company's 
first real home office was at Broad- 
way and Pine Street, in 1850. 

In May, 1858, the family had out- 
grown its first home, and office No. 
2 was occupied at 112 and 114 Broad- 
way. 

Into this pretentious residence at 
346 and 348 Broadway, only four 
stories in height, and conteining the 
first passenger elevator used in New 
York, the company moved in 1870. 
The company continued to ex- 
pand, larger quarters were required, 
and the home office of 1870 was re- 
modeled in 1879. This building ex- 
zonaet only half way through the 


Later the balance of the block 
acquired and the present home 
extending through to Lafay- 
treet, was erected in 1896-7. 
The architects of the 
structure were McKim, 
White. Here the company has lived 
for thirty years. 

The new building will be formally 
opened and dedi on Dec. 12. It 
was designed by Cass Gilbert, archi- 
pes th pe gegen ieeatuin and 

considered by many 
tectural writers to be the most beau- 
tiful example of modern per 
architecture in America. 

The form of the buil arises 
from the uirements of e set- 
back law which is so noticeably af- 
fecting the newer architecture of 
New York. The style of architecture 
has been called ‘‘American Perpen- 
dicular’’ and was inspired studies 
of old European examples of towers 
town halls and civic buildings of 
France and the Netherlands. 

There are thirty-four stories above 
the ground with three of set- 
backs. The first offset occurs at the 
fifth floor and extends to the thir- 
teenth; the second at the fourteenth. 

At the twenty-sixth story it sets 
back in two win 
and westerly en only and rises 
sheer in the central portion 114 by 
109 feet from the thirteenth story u 
to and including the thirty-fou 
story. .It is capped above. the lime- 
storie which covers the steel skeleton 
to the top of the thirty-fourth floor 
with a golden dal roof on 
which rests a so-called ‘Iantern,”’ 
the top of which is some 617 feet 
above the street level. 

The site it occupies is a historic 
one. ‘There in days gone by,. the so- 
cially elect of the country gathered 
to attend the National Horse Show;

sented his ‘‘Zoological Park’’ and 
circus, here Jim Corbett fought Kid 
McCoy, Dorando raced _ against 
mg sayete Buffalo Bil 
his d est show, and there fol- 
lowed that long series of athletic 
events, concerts and political meet- 
ings t made the old Garden fa- 
mous. 

Shortly after the Democratic Con- 
vention of 1924, the old building was 
torn down to make way for the 
building just completed.

The Court said that the defendant 
is credited with $30,000, as a security 
deposit, and with profits through the 
operation of the garage, as well as 
with the rents collected, but demand 
was made for a balance of $25,529. 
In the course of the opinion, Judge 
Cardozo said: 

“The principal question is whether 
the action is premature. After the 
tenant had been ejected in summary

The damages, when the time to as- 
certain them comes, will be computed 
uponthe basis of what is realized 
through the reletting without ‘other 
evidence of value. 

The question is still left, How often 
and when shall the damages be com- 
puted? Is there to be a single cause 
of action in which all the damage 
will be computed down to October, 
1945, or are there to be monthly 
causes of action to recover successive 
deficits, though conceivably new 
jeases made when the present ones 
are over will make the net result a 
surplus? 

No doubt a damage clause can be 
drawn in away as to make a 
tenant résponsible for monthly -def- 
icits after the re-entry of his land- 
lord, and this without charging the 
landlord with a duty to account for 
@ surplus in other seasons. Such a 
clause will be found in McCready vs. 
Lindenborn (172 ‘N. Y:, 400), where 
the lease was to the effect that the 
tenant would pay the difference ‘in 
rent in equal monthly. payments as 
the amount: of such difference’ shall 
from time to time be ascertained.
